4.- —Ctenophthalmus provincialis, Bothscb. (Fig. 3). 

G. provincialis, Rothsch., Ent. Mo. Mag. (2), vol. xxi, p. 207, Fig. 3 
(1910). 

This species was described from a single male found on Hits 
sylvaticns at Valescure, South France (not Valescura, Portugal, as 
misprinted in the original description) . Dr. K. Jordan caught a series 
of both sexes of the same insect in July of this year at Yalloire, Savoie, 
off Arvicola ogrestis. The males agree well with the type specimen. 
The female is distinct from that sex of G. agyrtes Heller (1896), and 
agrees with G. h&ticvs, Kotlisch. (1910), in the absence of a narrow 
lobe beneath the large one in the seventh abdominal sternite. This 
sternite is characterised in G . provineicilis by the large lobe being 
emarginate as shown in the figure (fig. 3). Sometimes the sinus is 
deeper, in which case the lower portion of the lobe is transformed into 
a small process, which is probably homologous with the narrow separate 
lobe found in G. agyrtes .

THREE SPECIES OF THYSANOPTERA (TUBULIFERA) NEW TO THE 
BRITISH FAUNA. 

BY RICHARD S. BAONALL, F.L.S., F.E.S. 

Of the following three species, all of which are described in Uzel’s 
“ Monographic der Ordnung Thysanoptera,” the occurrence of Lio- 
tkrips hradecensis is perhaps the most interesting, there having been 
but one example previously known. The last-mentioned insect is 
apparently attached to elm. 

The other two species are recorded on the strength of single 
pinned specimens in the'British Museum. 

Sub-Order TUBULIFEEA. 

^ Cryptothrips lata, Uzel. 

“ Monographic der Ordnung Thysanoptera,” p. 230, pi. iii, fig. 24, 
pi. vii, figs. 118—122, 1895. 

A single British example is in the British Museum. A very broad 
and distinct form, which is most closely related to G.nigripes (Reuter), 
from Finland, differing chiefly in its shorter and broader head, and 
the relatively longer antennae. 
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Distribution:— Bohemia (TJzel) ; Finland ("Renter); Italy 
(Buffa) ; England. 

Liothiupk hradecensis, Uzel. 

“ Monographic der Ordnung Thysanoptera/* p. 262. pi. vii. ticc- 
146, 1895. 

The antennae of Liothrijis set i nod is (Kent.) are clear yellow, ex¬ 
cepting only the two basal joints and the eighth joint which are dark 
brown, whilst in L. hradecensis , TJzel, the third joint only is clear 
yellow, the fourth and fifth joints being tinged with brown distally, 
and the apical half of the sixth and the whole of the seventh and 
eighth joints are dark brown. 

In July of this year I discovered a number of Liothrijis hradecen¬ 
sis, Uzel, on the under-side of the leaves of elms growing by the 
Durham banks of the Tees near Fiercebridge, and on re-examining 
the specimen found on elm at Gibsidc, and recorded by me (Ent. Mo. 
Mag., xliv, p. 4, 1908) as L. set i nod is, I find that it is referable to 
L. hradecensis also, whilst there are two unlabelled examples (probably 
from the south of England) in the British Museum. 

The species was described by Uzel from a single $ found on the 
under-side of the leaf of Hemctevm sjdwndylhim , in September, 
Bohemia. 

Distribution Bohemia (Uzel) ; England. 

Genus ACANTHOTHRIPS, Uzel. 

Acanthothrips nodicornis (Reuter). 

Phlccothrijis nodicornis , Reuter, “ Thvsanoptera Fennica,” p. 16, 
1880. 

There is a single imperfect and pinned example of this distinct 
insect in the British Museum, unlabelled, but probably from the South 
of England. 

This form is the Phloeothrqis ulmi (1886) and P. coviacea (1839) 
of Burmeister, and apparently the* Ilojduthrqis cart ids of Amyot and 
Serville. 

Until this year, A. nodicornis (Rent.) was the only European 
representative of the genus, but we have recently described a second 
species, A. bide ns, Bagnall, from Hungary, easily distinguished bv the 
two small teeth at the apex of the fore-femur within, and the ex¬ 
ceptionally long bristle at each anterior angle of the prothorax. 

Distribution :—Apparently of wide European distribution, and 
recently recorded from North America.
